As  Carleton's  Challenge  Fund  was 
passing  the  80  percent  mark  of  its  $15 
million  goal,  the  University  received 
some  welcome  news  from  the  Ontario 
government. 

On  April  19,  the  Minister  of  Colleges 
and  Universities  Lyn  McLeod  announced 
$12  million  in  support  of  two  major 
building  projects  on  campus  --  $8.7  million 
for  the  Minto  Centre  for  Advanced  Stud- 
ies in  Engineering  and  $4.1  million  for 
an  extension  to  Southam  Hall. 

The  Minto  Centre  is  one  of  four  capi- 
tal projects  being  constructed  with  funds 
raised  by  the  Challenge  Fund.  Of  the 
$4.3  million  being  provided  to  complete 
the  project,  $1  million  has  been  donated 


by  Minto  Construction  Limited. 

In  making  the  funding  announcement 
at  Carleton,  Ms  McLeod  emphasized  the 
vital  role  that  universities  play  in  scien- 
tific research  and  development. 

"This  role  has  become  even  more 
important  as  we  strive  to  compete  in  the 
global  marketplace,"  she  noted.  "With- 
out proper  resources,  excellence  in  re- 
search, and  development  in  teaching 
would  be  impossible." 

Carleton  President  William  Beckel 
said  in  reply  that  "one  reason  Carleton 
University  has  made  a  name  for  itself  is 
because  it  puts  a  lot  of  emphasis  on  inno- 
vation and  is  committed  to  sharing  its 
excellence  with  any  student  who  is  quali-

fied  and  who  wants  to  learn. 

"I  wish  to  thank  you  (Madame  Min- 
ister) and  the  Government  of  Ontario  for 
recognizing  the  importance  of  what  we 
do  here  at  Carleton  and  for  providing  us 
with  the  wherewithal  to  continue  to  do 
what  is  expected  of  us." 

The  Minto  Centre  is  the  second  Chal- 
lenge Fund  project  to  receive  provincial 
support.  Last  year,  the  Ontario  Govern- 
ment gave  the  University  $7.17  million 
to  help  pay  for  a  $1 3.5  million  expansion 
to  the  library.  The  Challenge  Fund  is 
contributing  $3  million  to  the  project, 
and  the  balance  (for  a  garage)  is  being 
funded  by  the  University's  parking  op- 
eration. 

The  Kresge  Foundation 
Awards  Major  Grant 
to  Carleton 

The  Challenge  Fund  has  received  a 
major  grant  of  $150,000  (U.S.)  awarded 
by  The  Kresge  Foundation  for  the  Mac- 
Odrum  Library  addition.  Carleton  is 
one  of  the  few  recipients  outside  of  the 
United  States  to  receive  an  award  from 
the  Michigan-based  foundation,  an  in- 
dependent private  foundation  founded 
by  U.S.  department  store  magnate,  Se- 
bastian S.  Kresge. 

Sam  Hughes,  chairman  of  the  Chal- 
lenge Fund's  Foundations  Committee, 
noted  that  the  grant  was  conditional  on 
the  University  raising  an  additional 
$632,000  for  the  project  by  November  1. 
But  he  added  that  he  was  confident  the 
University  would  meet  this  challenge. 

"We're  delighted  The  Kresge  Foun- 
dation has  thrown  its  support  behind  this 
project,"  he  said. 

"Given  the  kind  of  positive  response 
we're  having  for  the  Challenge  Fund 
from  corporations,  individuals  and  foun- 
dations, we  are  optimistic  that  the  re- 
maining funds  will  be  in  place  before 
November." 

Alfred  H.  Taylor,  Jr.,  chairman  of 
The  Kresge  Foundation,  said  the  grant  to 
Carleton  is  the  first  the  foundation  has 
made  outside  the  United  States  in  1989. 
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University  Launches 
Major  Construction  Program 


Carleton  University  is  launching  its 
first  major  program  of  construction  and 
renovation  in  more  than  20  years. 

Increasing  enrolment,  new  academic 
programs,  and  expanding  research  ac- 
tivities have  created  an  acute  space 
problem  at  the  University.  Over  the 
next  few  years,  Carleton  will  undertake 
five  capital  projects,  with  a  total  value 
of  some  $47  million.  This  construction 
program  will  provide  an  additional 
1 86,000  square  feet  of  useable  space  on 
campus  (that's  the  equivalent  of  the 
total  space  in  the  Loeb  Building  and  the 
Herzberg  Building  combined). 

The  two  largest  projects  —  the  addi- 
tion to  the  MacOdrum  Library  and  the 
Minto  Centre  for  Advanced  Studies  in 
Engineering  —  are  being  funded  through 
the  University's  Challenge  Fund  cam- 
paign. Construction  of  the  addition  to 
the  library  began  in  May,  while  the 
Minto  Centre  gets  underway  in  the  Fall. 

A  new  Life  Sciences  Research  Build- 
ing is  currently  under  construction,  and 
is  being  partially  funded  through  a  $3.5 
million  capital  grant  from  the  provincial 
government. 

The  provincial  government  has  also 
awarded  the  University  $3.3  million 
though  a  newly-created  Special  Enrol- 
ment Accommodation  Program  for  an 
addition  to  Southam  Hall  to  provide 
extra  classrooms.  Construction  on  this 


project  gets  underway  this  summer. 

The  final  project  —  a  new  400-bed 
residence  building  —  is  being  partially 
supported  by  a  government  grant  of  $5.2 
million,  as  part  of  a  provincial  program 
to  create  additional  beds  at  Ontario  uni- 
versities and  colleges.  Construction  of 
the  new  residence  will  begin  in  August. 


Other  capital  projects  —  the  expan- 
sion of  the  Herzberg  Building,  renova- 
tions to  the  Dunton  Tower,  and  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  Fine  Arts  building  - 
-  are  still  in  the  planing  stages.  These 
projects  will  also  be  supported  though 
the  Challenge  Fund  campaign. 
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Carleton  University's  Faculty  of 
Engineering  has  developed  into  a  major 
centre  of  engineering  education  and 
research  in  Canada. 

In  recent  years,  the  Faculty  has  estab- 
lished joint  graduate  programs  with  the 
University  of  Ottawa  in  all  departments 
of  engineering.  It  has  increased  its  col- 
laborative research  activity  with  indus- 
tries, other  academic  institutions,  corpo- 
rations, and  government  laboratories  in 
many  parts  of  Canada  and  around  the 
world.  It  is  a  partner  in  the  Ontario 
Centres  of  Excellence  in  telecommuni- 
cations and  manufacturing. 

But  the  very  success  of  Carleton' s 
engineering  program  has  created  its  own 
set  of  problems.  The  C.J.  Mackenzie 
Building  was  designed  for  720  under- 
graduate students.  It  now  houses  some 
1,300  graduate  and  undergraduate  stu- 
dents in  engineering  and  industrial  de- 
sign. 

The  Minto  Centre  for  Advanced  Studies 
in  Engineering  will  provide  Carleton 
with  the  space  it  needs  to  carry  out  the 


high-quality  teaching  and  research  ac- 
tivities that  are  making  it  a  leader  in  the 
field. 

The  Centre  will  be  a  fully-equipped, 
three-storey  building,  with  a  net  area  of 
45,500  square  feet.  It  will  house  class- 
rooms, research  laboratories,  and  of- 
fices for  the  Departments  of  Civil  Engi- 
neering, Electronics,  Mechanical  and 
Aerospace  Engineering,  and  Systems 
and  Computer  Engineering.  The  build- 
ing will  also  include  a  400-seat  theatre. 

This  space  will  form  an  important 
extension  to  the  Mackenzie  Building 
and  allow  further  development  of  major 
research  projects  in  telecommunica- 
tions, microelectronics,  computer  sys- 
tems, geomechanics,  structures,  aerody- 
namics, energy  systems,  transportation 
systems,  and  computer-aided  design.  It 
will  also  provide  facilities  for  the  devel- 
opment and  consolidation  of  recent  ini- 
tiatives in  robotics,manufacturing  sys- 
tems, and  artificial  intelligence.  Among 
the  specialized  facilities  in  the  Minto 
Centre  will  be  a  sophisticated  circuitry 


laboratory  and  a  strong  room  for  stress 
testing  in  civil  engineering. 

The  building  is  being  designed  to 
permit  an  additional  three  storeys  to  be 
constructed  at  a  later  date. 

The  Minto  Centre  is  being  funded 
through  the  Challenge  Fund  campaign, 
with  an  $8.7  million  grant  from  the  pro- 
vincial government,  and  $4.3  million  in 
private-sector  support.  Total  construc- 
tion costs  include  $976,000  in  renova- 
tions to  the  Mackenzie  Building.

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The  MacOdrum  Library  reached  its 
planned  capacity  in  1974.  Since  then, 
the  library  collection  has  grown  at  a  rate 
of  some  50,000  volume-equivalents  per 
year.  The  library  has  developed  one  of 
the  most  technologically  advanced  cir- 
culation systems  in  North  America  and  a 
large  portion  of  its  material  has  been 
converted  to  microfilm.  Even  with  these 
changes,  current  library  facilities  cannot 
support  the  research  and  study  demands 
of  students  and  faculty. 

The  new  wing  on  the  MacOdrum 
Library  will  provide  approximately 
57,800  square  feet  on  three  floors.  The 
first  floor  will  provide  storage  space  for 
up  to  235,000  volumes,  primarily  in 
science  and  engineering,  as  well  as  an 


extra  175  study  spaces.  The  second 
floor  will  contain  the  reference  collec- 
tion and  government  documents,  along 
with  another  176  study  spaces  and  facili- 
ties for  disabled  students.  The  third 
floor  will  house  the  library's  technical 
and  computing  services,  as  well  as  seat- 
ing for  146  readers  and  additional  study 
space. 

The  library  addition  is  being  sup- 
ported though  the  University's  Chal- 
lenge Fund  campaign,  including  a  $7.17 
million  capital  grant  from  the  Ontario 
government  and  $3.41  million  in  private 
sector  support. 

The  building  program  will  also  in- 
clude a  parking  garage  for  approxi- 
mately 200  cars  under  the  library  exten- 


sion. The  garage  will  be  funded  sepa- 
rately through  the  parking  operation  of 
the  University  and  will  be  available  for 
use  in  September  1989.

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Growing  enrolment  and  increased 
preference  by  students  for  residence 
living  has  created  a  demand  for  resi- 
dence beds  substantially  greater  than 
can  be  accommodated  by  current  facili- 
ties. 

A  new,  low-rise  residence  building 
will  be  located  just  north  of  the  Univer- 
sity Commons  building,  and  will  be

Southam  Hall  currently  houses  the 
University  bookstore,  computer  store, 
classrooms  and  television  studios.  In- 
creasing enrolment  has  created  a  press- 
ing need  for  additional  space  to  serve  the 
needs  of  the  growing  student  popula- 
tion. 

The  addition  to  Southam  Hall  will 
provide  approximately  13,300  square 
feet  on  four  floors.  The  addition  will 
begin  on  level  three  with  an  expanded 
bookstore  and  space  for  the  computer 
store.  Space  now  occupied  by  these 
outlets  will  be  assigned  for  academic 


use.  The  new  space  on  levels  four,  five 
and  six  will  provide  18  additional  small 
to  medium-sized  classrooms,  able  to 
accommodate  about  1,000  students. 

The  four-floor  addition  will  be  built 
on  the  west  side  of  the  building  and  is 
designed  to  be  .functionally  integrated 
with  the  current  building. 

The  additional  classroom  space  is 
being  funded  by  a  $3.3  million  grant 
from  the  provincial  government,  while 
the  expanded  bookstore  will  be  sup- 
ported by  the  bookstore  operation.

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Construction  is  already  well  under- 
way on  the  new  Life  Sciences  Research 
Building,  located  between  the  Herzberg 
Laboratories  for  Physics  and  the  Loeb 
Building. 

This  specialized  laboratory  will  pro- 
vide replacement  facilities  for  experi- 
mental work  and  for  housing  the  insects, 
fish,  amphibians,  birds,  reptiles,  and 
small  animals  used  in  the  scientific 
study  of  biological,  biochemical,  and 
behavioural  phenomena. 

The  two-storey  structure  is  being 
built  to  meet  the  standards  set  by  the 
Canadian  Council  on  Animal  Care.  To 
meet  this  standards,  special  materials 
and  building  systems  are  required.  Ex- 
tensive investigation  showed  the  current 
facilities  in  the  Loeb,  Tory  and  Steacie 
Buildings  were  inadequate,  and  that  a 
new  and  separate  facility  was  required. 

The  project  is  being  funded  through  a 
capital  grant  of  $3.5  million  from  the 
Ontario  government,  and  $1.6  million 
from  University  funds.

The  man  who  always  took  the  stairs  of  the 
Administration  Building  to  get  to  and  from  his 
office  on  the  sixth  floor  will  be  going  down  them 
for  the  last  time  this  summer. 

William  Beckel,  President  of  Carleton  Uni- 
versity since  1979,  is  leaving  Carleton  and  Ot- 
tawa to  retire  with  his   

wife,  Dorothy,  in  Van- 
couver, British  Co- 
lumbia. 

The  university 
they  leave  behind  is 
far  different  from  the 
one  that  they  came  to 
10  years  ago. 

Then,  enrolment 
was  about  8,000  full- 
time  students;  now  it's 
more  than  13,000  (and  wmmmmmmmmmmmmm^^ 
almost  23,000  students  graduated  while  he  was 
President).  The  operating  budget  was  $47  mil- 
lion in  1979;  now  it's  more  than  $100  million. 
We  gained  about  300,000  square  feet  of  assig- 
nable space  on  the  campus. 

But  these  statistics  are  only  the  bare  bones 
of  the  story.  If  we  were  to  go  back  to  the  pre-

Beckel  years,  we'd  no  longer  have  joint  graduate 
programs  with  the  University  of  Ottawa,  unique 
in  the  world;  forget  about  the  School  of  Com- 
puter Science,  the  Centre  for  Applied  Language 
Studies,  or  the  Institute  of  Women's  Studies; 
there  wouldn't  be  undergraduate  programs  in 
film  studies,  law,  statistics,  aerospace  engineer- 
ing, or  computer  integrated  manufacturing;  nor 
would  there  be  a  host  of  innovative  areas  of  study 
developed  by  combining  existing  programs  in 
new  ways,  such  as  art  history  and  architecture, 
heritage  conservation,  development  administra- 
tion, international  management,  or  criminology 
and  corrections. 

There  wouldn't  be  a  social  sciences  re- 
search building,  or  new  floors  on  the  Herzberg 
and  Architecture  buildings.  The  University 
wouldn't  be  embarking  on  a  $47-million  dollar 
capital  construction  program. 

All  this  and  more,  despite  the  fact  that  when 
he  arrived,  Carleton  was  grappling  with  a  mil- 
lion dollar  deficit  and,  most  would  agree,  its 
internal  management  was  in  disarray.  He's  been 
so  successful,  in  fact,  says  a  former  Dean,  that 
most  people  have  forgotten  what  it  was  like  at 
Carleton  in  1979. 

"The  first  surprise  I  can  remember  was  the 
size  of  the  deficit  of  the  University,  which  I 
learned  about  in  the  first  two  months  of  my 
presidency,"  recalls  Dr.  Beckel. 

"Clearly,  that  dfificit  presented  a  challenge, 
and  clearly,  we  met  the  challenge  successfully. 
We  were  helped,  of  course,  by  another  surprise, 
which  was  the  enrolment  situation,  but  we  were 
also  helped  by  our  patron,  the  Government  of 

  Ontario,  even  when 

they  were  annoyed  at 
the  belligerent  attitude 
of  Carleton  in  the  face 
of  its  deficit. 

"This  belligerence 
was  really  represented 
by  our  refusal  to  give 
up  and  to  give  in  to 
what  was  then  the  con- 
ventional wisdom, 
which  was,  if  you 
^^^■■■■h    didn't  have  the  cus- 
tomers for  your  used  car,  you  fired  the  used  car 
salesmen. 

"We  didn't  do  that.  Instead,  we  just  contin- 
ued to  use  everyone  as  effectively  as  possible 
with  the  customers  we  did  have  and  then,  finally, 
more  and  more  customers  came." 

How  did  he  bring  about  such  a  significant 
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turnaround?  The  Beckel  magic  was  in  his  man- 
agement style,  say  everyone  from  directors,  to 
deans,  to  vice-presidents  who  reported  to  him. 
He  describes  his  style  quite  simply. 

"I  identified  people  with  ability  to  do  things 
and  I  let  them  do  it,"  he  says.  "All  that  I  re- 
quired was  to  be  able  to  ^ — — — 
act  as  the  final  filter  for 
the  amazing  creativity  of 
people  at  Carleton  Uni- 
versity when  choices  had 
to  be  made  between  con- 
flicting opportunities  or 
demands  or  require- 
ments. 

"You'd   be  hard- 
pressed  to  find  any  of  the 
senior  management  who 
have  ever  received  a 
memo  from  me.  So  obvi- 
ously, my  management 
style  is  not  dictatorial.  I  ^ ^^^^^^^^^ 
don't  sit  up  here  directing 
people  to  do  things.  I  simply  act  as  a  stimulus  - 
-  or  maybe  a  catalyst  would  be  a  better  word  —  to 
the  good  things  other  people  do." 

If  people  are  pleased  with  the  way  he's 
managed  the  University,  he  too  is  pleased  with 
the  way  they've  worked  to  make  it  better. 

"I'm  proud,  and  I'm  immensely  pleased  at 
the  way  the  faculty  and  staff  of  the  University 
maintained  and  expanded  the  good  teaching  and 
research  they  were  already  becoming  well 
known  for,"  he  says.  "We  now  have  some  of  the 
best  research  and  scholarship  in  the  country  for 
our  size.  On  a  unit  basis,  there's  no  place 
better." 

The  thing  he  likes  most  about  Carleton  now, 
he  says,  "is  the  balance  that  has  been  achieved 
between  the  liberal  education  components  of  the 
program  we  offer,  and  the  professional  educa- 
tion components. 

"I  don't  know  whether  it's  the  case,  but  if  I 
were  a  student,  I  would  choose  to  come  to 
Carleton  University  on  the  basis  of  the  mix  that 
allows  truly  sensible  exposure  to  the  liberal 
education  and  the  professional  education  within 
one  institution." 

While  students  have  come  to  Carleton  in  in- 
creasingly large  numbers  since  he  first  arrived 
(enrolment  has  increased  by  more  than  30  per- 
cent), this  growth  has  brought  its  own  set  of 
problems. 

"When  I  first  came  here  in  1979,  the  facili- 
ties were,  if  anything,  too  large  for  the  enrolment

that  existed  at  the  time.  The  problem  was  to  get 
enough  students  to  properly  use  the  facilities. 

"Then  we  went  through  the  period  in  which 
students  came  and  filled  up  the  existing  spaces, 
till  they  fully  used  the  facilities  and  we  ran  out. 
We've  been  struggling  ever  since  to  create  new 
^ ^ ^ w^^^^m    space,   and  now 

we've  been  able  to 
achieve  that." 

There  have 
been  concerns  that 
the  University's 
policy  on  accessi- 
bility was  resulting 
in  a  poorer  quality 
education.  Dr. 
Beckel  dismisses 
the  arguments  as 
not  being  logical  or 
based  on  good  in- 
formation. "Of 
^^^^^^^^^^^^^^    course  you  can  be 

accessible  and  ex- 
cellent at  the  same  time,"  he  says.  "Of  course 
you  can  be  accessible  end  do  what  you're  doing 
very  well  indeed." 

He  likes  to  turn  the  tables  on  critics  by 
saying  that  one  of  the  measures  of  excellence  is 
the  extent  to  which  you  are  accessible. 

Dr.  Beckel  looks  back  on  his  years  at  Car- 
leton with  a  great  deal  of  well-deserved  satisfac- 
tion. "There's  never  been  a  dull  moment,"  he 
reflects.  "There's  been  a  great  deal  of  uncer- 
tainty, but  everything  has  turned  out  well.  You 
can't  avoid  being  satisfied  under  the  circum- 
stances. Your  life  isn't  dull,  it's  full  of  sur- 
prises. Those  surprises  have  been  challenging. 
And  the  challenges  have  been  successfully  met. 
What  more  could  you  ask?" 

Despite  his  record  at  Carleton,  he  readily 
admits  his  first  choice  at  a  career  would  be  as  a 
university  teacher.  He  wouldn't  even  recom- 
mend the  job  of  president  to  anyone. 

"It  suggests  you  can  define  it  as  some- 
thing," he  comments.  "I  don't  believe  man- 
agement and  administration  fall  into  the  cate- 
gory of  any  definition.  I  wouldn't  know  what  I 
was  recommending." 

When  he  leaves  Carleton,  he'll  be  moving 
to  Vancouver,  but  says  he  has  no  plans  for  the 
future  beyond  just  getting  there. 

As  for  missing  Carleton,  he  says  he  won't 
allow  himself  to  do  that.  "It's  far  more  enjoy- 
able to  anticipate  what's  going  to  happen  in  the 
future."

President's  Message 

A  Vote  of  Thanks  to  William  Beckel

Over  the  past  year  as  President  of  the  Alumni  Association 
and  a  member  of  Carleton's  Board  of  Governors,  I  have  come 
to  know  and  admire  William  Beckel.  His  special  skill  at 
analyzing  and  understanding  complex  issues,  combined  with 
his  sense  of  humour  and  open  door  policy,  have  helped  to 
make  my  role  as  alumni  president  productive  and  enjoyable. 

An  article  about  Dr.  Beckel's  10-year  tenure  as  President  of 
Carleton  University  is  presented  elsewhere  in  this  edition  of 
our  magazine.  However,  there  is  one  aspect  which  I  want  to 
emphasize  here. 

When  Dr.  Beckel  arrived  at  Carleton  in  1979,  there  wasn't 
an  officially  organized  alumni  association.  Five  years  earlier, 
in  consultation  with  the  University  administration  of  the  day, 
the  Association  had  decided  to  disband  itself,  partly  to  ease  the 
financial  burden  on  the  University.  The  alumni  no  longer  had 
a  formalized  relationship  with  Carleton.  Nor  was  there  an 
organization  that  could  foster  and  promote  alumni  evolution 
within  the  University  community. 

To  Dr.  Beckel,  this  was  unacceptable.  He  insisted  upon 
defining  the  structures  within  which  organizations  and  indi- 
viduals could  work.  Furthermore,  he  believed  that  the  alumni 
group  was  one  of  the  greatest  assets  and  allies  within  the 
University  community,  and  thus  deserving  of  Carleton's  inter- 
est and  attention. 

He  did  not  say  there  had  to  be  an  alumni  association  and  that 


it  had  to  be  structured  in  a  cerflfci  way.  Rather,  when  the 
interest  was  there  and  the  time  was  right,  he  encouraged  the 
alumni  to  develop  a  constitution  and  present  it  to  him,  know- 
ing that  they  could  count  on  his  personal  support  and  that  the 
University  would  back  it  with  resources  to  the  extent  that  was 
possible. 

Now,  five  years  later,  the  Association  has  blossomed  into  a 
national  organization,  with  10  branches  across  the  country. 
Hardly  a  month  goes  by  without  there  being  an  event  for  Car- 
leton alumni  somewhere  in  Canada.  In  return,  alumni  have 
contributed  a  record-breaking  $2.5  million  to  the  Challenge 
Fund  campaign. 

We  owe  a  sincere  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Beckel.  Under  his 
able  management,  the  University  has  developed  into  an  insti- 
tution we  can  all  be  proud  of,  the  moreso  because  he  has  given 
us  the  opportunity  to  be  part  of  his  team. 

We  are  appreciative  of  his  support,  his  sensitivity  to  our 
concerns,  and  his  participation  in  alumni  events.  Over  the 
years,  we've  also  enjoyed  the  warm  hospitality  extended  to  us 
by  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Beckel  in  their  home. 

On  behalf  of  all  Carleton  University  alumni,  I  wish  the 
Beckels  well  in  the  years  ahead.  Once  they  are  settled  in  their 
new  home,  we  invite  them  to  continue  their  involvement  in  the 
Carleton  family  through  the  Vancouver  Branch  of  the  Alumni 
Association.

Alumni  Getting  Together 


Carleton  alumni  have  been  active  across  the  country  over 
the  last  six  months,  with  meetings,  events  and  receptions  of  all 
sorts  and  sizes.

Conrad  Black  Awarded  Honorary  Degree 


Conrad  Black,  one  of  Carleton's  most 
prominent  graduates,  was  back  on  cam- 
pus on  June  8  to  be  awarded  a  Doctor  of 
Laws  degree  honoris  causa  "in  recogni- 
tion of  significant  contributions  to  the 
advancement  of  our  industrial  society 
achieved  throughout  a  career  exempli- 
fying enterprise  and  imagination." 

Born  in  Montreal  in  1944,  he  re- 
ceived his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from 
Carleton  in  1965  and  a  law  degree  from 
Laval  in  1970.  In  1973,  he  received  his 
Master  of  Arts  degree  from  McGill.  For 
his  M.A.  thesis,  he  wrote  a  biography  of 
Maurice  Duplessis,  published  in  1977  as 
a  book  entitled  Duplessis. 

Conrad  Black's  career  began  in  1969 
when  he  and  his  partners  acquired  sev- 
eral small  English-language  newspapers 
and  created  the  Sterling  chain.  In  1978, 
he  gained  control  of  Argus  Corporation, 
a  holding  company  controlling  a  large 
number  of  Canadian  corporations. 
Today,  he  is  Chair  of  the  Board,  Chief 
Executive  Officer,  and  Chair  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  Argus. 

As  well,  he  is  Chair  and  Chief  Execu- 
tive Officer  of  Ravelston  Corporation 
Ltd.  and  Hollinger  Inc.,  his  publishing 
vehicle  which  now  owns  newspapers  in 
four  countires  with  a  combined  circula- 
tion of  4.6  million.  He  is  Chair  of  The 
Daily  Telegraph  in  London,  England, 
Saturday  Night  Magazine  Inc.,  and 
Unimedia  Inc.  He  is  Chair  of  the  Ameri- 
can Publishing  Company  and  Vice- 
Chair  of  Norcen  Energy  Resources  Ltd., 
and  sits  on  the  board  of  directors  of 
numerous  companies,  including  Eaton's 
of  Canada,  Carling  O'Keefe  Breweries 
of  Canada  Ltd.,  Brascan  Limited,  and 
the  Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of  Com- 
merce. 

In  his  remarks  to  the  graduating  class, 
Mr.  Black  spoke  about  Canadian  feder- 
alism and  English-French  relations, 
concluding  that  "We  must  be  careful, 
and  the  Prime  Minister  surely  knows  this 
better  than  anyone,  that  we  do  not,  in 
saying  yes  to  Quebec,  which  almost  all 
of  us  would  like  to  do,  say  yes  also  to 
extortion,  to  the  suspension  of  the  lib- 


erty of  expression,  to  unilingualism,  and 
to  the  dismemberment  of  the  federal 
state..." 

Following  the  ceremony,  he  com- 
mented that  being  back  at  Carleton  was 
"a  most  agreeable  experience. 


Carleton  University  is  home  to  one  of 
the  most  significant  university  art  col- 
lections in  the  country  but,  ironically, 
the  collection  of  nearly  500  works  is  one 
of  the  least  known. 

Until  now.  A  new  223-page  book, 
published  by  Carleton  University  Press, 
is  bringing  the  collection  to  the  public's 
attention. 

Art  Carleton  includes  79  reproduc- 
tions, most  of  them  taken  by  John  Evans, 
one  of  Canada's  foremost  art  photogra- 
phers. In  addition  to  providing  a  com- 
plete listing  of  all  of  the  works  in  the 
collection,  the  book  includes  a  series  of 
critical  essays  by  prominent  Canadian 
art  scholars. 

A  premiere  edition  of  the  book  was 
presented  to  Governor  General  Jeanne 
Sauve  at  a  special  reception  held  on 
March  7.  Copies  of  the  book  are  now 
available  to  alumni  and  the  general 
public  (see  order  form  on  the  back  cover 
of  this  magazine).  The  book  is  being
